1, 202 cases, 20 white, 182 colored, of which 189 were in the pesthouse 
and 13 in 11 quarantined houses; diphtheria, 17 cases, 14 white, 3 
colored; scarlatina, 10 cases, all white; deaths, smallpox, 92, all col- 
ored ; diphtheria, 3, all white. No deaths from scarlatina.

Smallpox in Tennessee. 

Nashville, May 6, 1896. 
Sir : Following is a statement of the occurrence of smallpox in Ten- 
nessee for the month ending April 30 : In the city of Memphis, Shelby 
County, there occurred 6 cases of smallpox, all colored ; in Shelby 
County (outside of the city of Memphis), 11 cases ; 2 white and 9 
colored, with 3 deaths. Two cases were reported from Covington, Tip- 
ton County ; also 1 other case reported from Cedar Point, making a total 
of 3 cases in Tipton County, all colored. In Jackson, Madison County, 
1 case was discovered in the person of a negro man, porter on passen- 
ger train running between Jackson, Tenn., and Cairo, 111.; thus mak- 
ing a total of 21 cases (2 white and 19 colored), with 3 deaths, in the 
State for the month. The usual precautions of vaccination, isolation, 
and disinfection were observed. The disease is rapidly abating.
